4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art does not teach or suggest a conductive transparent layer system with two oxide 
layers and a silver layer interposed between on a substrate, characterized in that with a 
surface resistivity of less than 2.9sq, the mean Haacke quality factor of the layer system 
is greater than 0.085-1 . The prior art does not teach motivation to adjust the

transmittance or surface resistivity in order to achieve the claimed Haacke quality factor 
or suggestion for modification to make the invention as instantly claimed.
